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New GHI Board Sets Goals 
In Organizing for New Year

The agenda for the Greenbelt 
Homes Inc (GHI) June 12 board 
meeting was short - only five 
non-controversial items - but you 
had to be there to appreciate 
how a full three hours were 
needed to discuss these and two 
member issues. A quick, ten- 
minute Greenbelt Development 
Corporation (GDC) meeting pre- 
ceded the GHI meeting, at which 
the GHI board was again reaf- 
firmed as the board for GDC. 


Board Term Goals 

In setting its goals for the 
next year, Keith Jahoda, presi- 
dent, in an active and thought- 
provoking manner, polled the di- 
rectors while he covered the 
blackboard with more than 25 
topics and issues they considered 


The president polled the 
directors for issues they 
considered important to 
the co-op. 





important 
were not allowed to discuss spe- 
cifics of any topic but were 
asked to say in only a few 
words why an item was impor- 
tant. Jahoda then found com- 
mon threads and neatly weve the 
25 items together into a final 
product covering six areas on 
which to focus in the coming 
year. 

They are: (1) the GHI physi- 
cal plant - replacements and up- 
grades to heating systems, win- 
dows and roofs; (2) finances - 
- replacement reserves in general, 
co-op and reserves fee assess- 
ments, the investment policy, and 
fee deferral policies; (3) agree- 
ments with other government 
agencies - the proposed Historic 
District, revised Forest Manage- 
ment Plan, issues with the City 
of Greenbelt; (4) infrastructure 
for staff - computer system up- 
grades and renovation of the 
staff compound; (5) marketing 
issues - common area curb ap- 
peal, cleaning of siding, other 
marketing tools; and (6) self- 
government issues - reinvigorat- 
ing inactive committees, keeping 
strong committees strong, and 
using committee energy and in- 
sight to help the board achieve 
goals, 


Committee Procedures 

Jahoda asked committee 
chairs to give immediate insight 
to the board concerning their re- 
spective committees. Although 
board members several times in- 
dicated they wanted to discuss 
committees as a whole, the will 
of the president prevailed and 
discussion focused on individual 
committee roles and needs. 

Two committees - Finance 
and Marketing - are in critical 
need of members. The GHI 
newsletter, Member Memo, will 


to the co-op. They. 


thus be used to help recruit new 
members for these and all com- 
mittees. The chair of the News- 
letter Committee, Sue Krofchik, 
indicated she prefers annual ap- 
pointment terms and said the 
committee is planning a self- 
evaluation after the July issue ts 
distributed. Since 1994 commit- 
tee membership and chairs have 
been appointed to serve indefi- 
nite terms. Isaac Robinson, 
chair of the Architecture and En- 
vironment Committee. agreed that 
annual rather than open-ended 
appointments are preferred, and 
that this committee would like 
its mission statement to appear 
in the member handbook. 
Although no formal motions 
were made, when the president 
asked directors if “Committee 
Objectives” needed revision, all 
heads nodded up and down in- 
stead of back and forth. Policies 
concerning committee objectives 
were last amended in 1985. 


Home Sitters 

A discussion of entering into 
an agreement with Un the Mar- 
ket -Home Sitters, Inc. (Home 
Sitters) had been placed on the 
agenda to follow-up on earlier 
discussions in January. Home 
Sitters places carefully screened 
executives and military personnel 
transferring into the area into 
homes that are for sale. They 
thus serve as home sitters while 
they relocate and while the home 
is being actively marketed. 

General Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff brought to the board 
copies of two contracts Home 
Sitters offers for each home their 
service represents. One would 
be between them and the GHI 
seller of the home; the other be- 
tween them and the person ac- 
tually doing the home sitting. 
Three areas concerned the board 
and will require further work. 

Director Alan Turnbull 
pointed out that the selling mem- 
ber can easily terminate the con- 
tract but that no provision allows 
GHI to do so. He recommeded 


that a third contract be written, 


between GHI and Home Sitters, 
giving GHI equal standing with 
the selling member insofar as 
contract termination is con- 
cerned. 

Director John Taylor asked 
about insurance requirements and 
if the seller’s contract should 
stipulate the amount of 
homeowners insurance required. 
Further clarification will be ob- 
tained. 

Director Steve Harper noted 
discrepancies in the payment of 
co-op fees and utilities. Al- 
though sample contracts specify 
that the home sitter would pay 
up to $250 in co-op fees, it 
needs to be clearly stated who - 
homesitter or selling member - 
would actually write the check 
to pay the co-op fee. Further 
clarification ts also needed for

Gray Panthers, Activists 


On Behalf of Seniors

The Gray Panthers love to 
roar. “Being without an opinion 
expressed openly is not a charac- 
teristic of the Gray Panthers,” 
said Janet Parker recently, when 
she received an award from 
American University’s Peace and 
Conflict Resolution program for 
her work as Convenor of the 
Greenbelt Gray Panthers network. 
(A “convenor” is the moderator 
of a meeting.) 

Greenbelt’s Gray Panther 
chapter was begun in 1982 and 
follows the ideals of Maggie 
Kuhn, founder of the national or- 
ganization, in fighting against 
laws and attitudes which discrimi- 
nate against the elderly. Since the 
beginning, Greenbelt’s Gray Pan- 
thers have included nonseniors 
among their members in line with 
Kuhn’s belief and national policy 
that age and youth can work to- 
gether. 

Webb a Founder 

Esther Webb, 80, was a 
founder of the local group. A 
former school psychologist, she 
has lived in Greenbelt since the 
early 1940s. “I’d joined the 
Montgomery County Gray Pan- 
thers, a very lively group that 
was interested in peace and social 
justice. We were always going 
on demonstrations,” she said re- 
cently. “I opened my mouth and 
said I thought we should start 
one here. “I wasn’t sure if 
Greenbelt really needed another 
organization. The Golden Age 


- The 


Club was very active, but deliber- 
ately not political.” Webb had al- 
ways been interested in political 
issues. A Quaker since her col- 
lege days, she was a pacifist in 
World War II—“very unpopular,” 
she says. 

In 1982, she and a group of 
like-minded residents started the 
Greenbelt Panthers, which now 
has about 40 members. At 
present, their big issue is health 
care. They favor a single-payer 
plan like Canada’s—strongly, 
needless to say. 

They also support preservation 
of Medicare and Social Security, 
and believe the present Cost of 
Living adjustments should be 
maintained. “Their loss would put 
millions of old people into pov- 
erty.” She added, “You know, it’s 
not just old people on Social Se- 
curity.” Children and the handi- 
capped would be affected too. . 
Panthers oppose the 
privatization of pensions. They. 
also take an interest in state and 
local issues. Not long ago they 
wrote to Governor Parris 
Glendening to express their oppo- 
sition to legalized gambling and 
their agreement with his position 
on this issue. 7 
« In support of their causes, the 
Panthers lobby, hold demonstra- 
tions, write letters, and work for 
fundamental changes in society. 
Medical care, housing, and em- 
ployment are primary issues for 
them, for they believe everyone 
is entitles to economic security.

There will be a special meet- 
ing on “replacement reserves” at 
GHI next Thursday, June 26, at 
7:30 p.m. “So what,” you think, 
‘just another GHI meeting.” Not 
exactly. In about two years, you 
will be asked to vote on what to 


do with that $75 or so you pay 


each month for the rehab done 
back in the 1980’s. One loan 
will be paid off in May 2000, 
and the other in July 2003. 

The meeting on Thursday will 
begin to help you understand the 
issues. Replacement reserves are 
funds that are set aside to pay for 
major structural items that require 
periodic replacement, such as 
roofs, hot water heaters, heating 
systems, and windows. The firm 
Reserves Advisors will be at the 
June 26 meeting to discuss their 
recommendations. 

I personally have gone from 
one extreme of wanting the $75 
all back for myself to thinking 
maybe GHI should collect it for a 
while to build up some reserves. 
I’m undecided now, but I do 
know I need to learn more. 

This meeting will eventually 
affect your co-op and your co-op 
fee, so if you can squeeze out 
some time - even just half an 
hour - come to this meeting. If

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“Driving Me Crazy”

Is Study in

The one-act play, “Driving 
Me Crazy”-a study in Pop art 
for the theater opened at 


Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 


(ERHS) on May 27 for a two 
day run in the black box the- 
ater. The play was written, di- 
rected, and designed by 
Greenbelter and ERHS senior 
Sara Rashkin. Even though 
there was no charge, the May 
28 performance was “sold out,” 
and a number of people were 
on a waiting list to get in. 
They managed to get about 60 
people packed into the small 
classroom theater. 

Time in the theater is tricky. 
It is elastic and supple. If a 
play works it can take four 
hours and the time will seem to 
fly by. But if it doesn’t work, 
a few seconds can be intermi- 
nable. Even in the real world 
our sense of time changes and 
shifts with the pace of the lives 
we lead, in ways we are not al- 
ways aware of. 

In modern shows, as in mod- 
ern life, we expect the pace to 
race along at breakneck speed, 
with rapid fire dialog and daz- 
zling special effects. 

But there are other ways of 
perception. Rashkin chooses to 
tell her story at a slow deliber- 
ate pace, reminiscent of a 


1930’s movie. There is always 


something happening, it just 
happens slowly. Rashkin chal- 
lenges the audience to accept 
this slower pace, and to think 
about what she has to say about 


_ the lives we lead. 


~The script is episodic and re- 
lies on numerous monologues, 
which puts a strain on the ac- 
tors to produce a cohesive inte- 
grated play. They succeed very 
well. It works because Rashkin 
knows exactly what she wants, 
because she had an excellent 
cast, and because she rehearsed 
them well. Throughout, the 
cast remained focused and be- 
lievable. 

In keeping with the Pop art 
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Pop Art 


theme, ‘most of the play takes 
place in and around the Pop 
icons of cars, simply repre- 
sented by a few chairs and 
steering wheel, set against a se- 
ries of plain panels covered in 
bright red dots, like a blown up 
image from a Pop comic book. 
Other modes of transport 
prominently referred to include 
subway, bus, and aircraft. 
Dan’s garage echoes the trans- 
portation theme. 

The question eventually 
arises: Where are we going? 
Dan has made his peace with 
the world, he’s found a system 
that works for him: he’s not 
going anywhere. Jane has left 
on an unending quest for ad- 
venture and fulfillment, but 
she’s no better off than Dan. 
Sometimes the going is not of 


our own choosing. That’s what 


happens to Fred. Mike seems 
to drift pushed by the winds of 
fate. First she takes Fred’s 
place as. Dan’s assistant, only to 
be replaced in turn by the crazy 
lady from the bus/subway. Life 
seems to be a process rather 
than a destination. 

The play doesn’t have much 
to do with Pop art, which de- 
pends on a fast barrage of in- 
stantly recognizable images. 


‘Rashkin’s story does not de- 


pend on images. Her charac- 
ters reveal themselves slowly, in 
a natural way. 

There was one TV sequence 
in Pop art style, but this was a 
brief exception. If Rashkin had 


the means, she might have had 


strong Pop art images through- 
out. Clearly she did the best 
with what she had. This is not 
to denigrate an excellent pro- 
duction. 

Sara Rashkin is a talented 
young woman. We look for- — 
ward to more of her imagina- 
tive work.

Bald Eagle Fly 
At Patuxent Refuge 


Two young bald eagles are 
starting to leave their nest site 
and fly free at the Patuxent Re- 
search Refuge in Laurel, accord- 
ing to Refuge Biologist Holliday 
Obrecht. A pair of adult bald 
eagles has nested on the North 
Tract of the Refuge since 1989 
when the property was still a part 
of Ft. George Meade. They have 
produced at least two young 
yearly, except for two years when 
nest failure was attributed to 
storms and high winds. This 
year, for the first time, U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service Biologist 
Elwood Martin banded the ea- 
glets. 

Since public disturbance in- 
terferes with nesting success, visi- 
tation to the eagle nest site is re- 
stricted. However, bald eagles 
can be seen soaring over the Ref- 
uge and feeding on Lake 
Redington. behind the Refuge’s 
National Wildlife Visitor Center. 
The Center is off Powder Mill 
Road, between the Baltimore/ 
Washington Parkway and Rt. 197, 
south of Laurel. Call 301-497-

A Review 


Let This Show “Play On!”

Need a laugh? Or several 
dozen laughs? Then scoot your 
surly self down to the Greenbelt 
Arts Center to see. Rick 
Abbott’s “Play On!” before it 
closes. Clearly one of this 
season’s finest, the play, pro- 
duced by Laura Adams and 
Keith Brown, has just two more 
weekends in residence. 

The script itself 1s wonder- 
fully written, but it is this group 
of players, masterfully directed 
by Tracy Collier, that breathes 
fire into the show. Had the 
same script landed in different 
hands, it might not be nearly so 
effective, and given its intrica- 
cies, it could have been disas- 
trous. Not only is Abbott's play 
multi-layered in its presentation 
and filled with clever details, 
but it also showcases several 
actors’ best personal work of 
this season. 

It isn’t exactly enough to say 
that “Play On!” is a comedy, or 
that it is a play within a play. 
The closest metaphor for ex- 
plaining the dynamic is by a 
comparison to Norman Rock- 
well’s reflection in a mirror. In 
“Play On!”, Arts Center actors 
portray characters who are play- 
ing yet other character roles. 
So What’s the Play About? 

The premise is that a small 
local theater group, the “Belt- 
way Area Dramatists,” 1s ready- 
ing a production, amid numer- 
ous interruptions by the nervous 
scriptwriter, technical foul-ups 
and general squalling among its 
players. The audience is privy 
to the “real” personalities of the 
various players as well as to the 
overblown characters each actor 


plays in the hackneyed English 
murder mystery being rehearsed. 
Scenes move from sketchy re- 
hearsals clear through a surpris- 
ing opening night. 

Such a complex presentation 
doesn’t allow much room for 
error; 1.e., actors stumbling over 
lines or simply lacking authen- 
ticity when playing “them- 
selves.” However, because the 
double characters are each pre- 
sented so successfully, the over- 
all effect, like Rockwell’s por- 
trait, is brilliant. 

No Jitters On Opening Night 

Opening night brought out a 
nice-sized crowd, who re- 
sponded very favorably, fre- 
quently howling appreciatively 
with laughter. The actors 
seemed relatively unruffled by 
the presence of patrons. A gen- 
eral lack of inhibition on the 
part of the cast permeates the 
show. They threw down the 
gauntlet at the top, almost chal- 
lenging their audience with an 
attitude that said, we’re going to 
give you the best we have 
whether you get it or not. But 
get it our audience did. 

Now it’s time for deserved 
gushing. What a great cast! So 
well directed, so professionally 
prepared. It would be difficult 
to declare a show-stealer, be- 
cause competition is keen. Di- 
rector Collier has coached stel- 
lar performances from all, some 
heretofore unseen over this past 
year. 

The Players 

Ian Rogers as Billy/Stephen 
Sellers charms his way through 
intentional over-acting, rolling 
both his eyes and his conso-

nants to hilarious effect. Rogers’ 


performance is a tour de force; 
he’s fine being regular-guy 
Billy, but transformed into En- 
glishman Stephen Sellers, he 
outdoes himself. He’s well- 
paired to Dianne Hutchinson's 
Violet/Diana, as she too won- 
derfully overacts, trilling her 
words in singsong fashion and 
batting her extended lashes, 
while sashaying her way 
through a spandex and peroxide 
part. 

Jim Adams as Saul/Dr. 
Forbes is in rare form in a part 
demanding honed timing and 
physical comedy. Adams gives a 
funny, loose and uninhibited 
performance, even introducing 
mannerisms occasionally remi- 
niscent of the late John Belushi. 
Cal Kirby (Henry/Lord Dudley) 
and Norma R. Ozur (Polly/Lady 
Margaret) each bring under- 
stated style to their characters, 
contrasting nicely with more 
flamboyant performances, but 
still earning their own laughs. 
Christie Noll as Smitty/Doris 
has a small but particularly 
finely executed part portraying a 
high school student/parlor maid. 
She too holds nothing back. 

Stefanie Boss is Gerry, direc- 
tor of the Beltway Area Drama- 
tists murder mystery; conse- 
quently, she plays one character 
throughout. She comes across 
very naturally, behaving as ev- 
erything from housemother to 


drill sergeant in an effort to 


whip her brood into shape be- 
fore opening night. Ilene Levine 
is scriptwriter Phyllis Montague, 
clearly relishing her role. 
Levine plays the high-strung au- 
thoress as well-meaning, but in- 
evitably a nuisance, when her 
ego over-inflates. 

Sherry Mervine (Aggie) and 
Ruth. Stolberg (Louise) are 
world-weary crew members, 
sometimes genuinely assisting 
the Beltway Dramatists, some- 
times not. One can only hope 
“real” stage hands aren’t quite 
so cantankerous. 

Speaking of “real” crew 
members, the group who handle 
“Play On!” are a credit to the 
production; they even do a little 
performing themselves between 
acts. Again, kudos all around 
for an excellent play, which 
continues Fridays and Saturdays 
through June 28 at 8 p.m. and 
Sunday, June 15 and 22 at 2 
p.m.

That Needling Pine 

The Woodlands Committee 
received a letter about the 45- 
foot tall pine tree at 4 Plateau, 
discussed at two previous board 
meetings, which still stands in- 
tact, dripping sap. The 
committee met and voted 4-0 
(one abstention) to recommend 
to the board that the tree be 
trimmed and that the member 
who parks under the tree be 
given a different assigned park- 
ing space. 

The committee felt that the 
tree, located at 4-A, should be 
trimmed in such a manner that it 
does not overhang the sidewalk at 
4-C, even if such trimming re- 
sults in an unsightly tree. Sap on 
the walkway is “not a tolerable 
condition,” but “if it drips in the 
yard, that’s OK,” said Turnbull 
when presenting the report. The 
crown of the tree is above the 
window level of the second floor 
apartment at 4-A, and the mem- 
ber there. wants it that way. Al- 
though 4-B occupies the first 
floor, its yard is on the other side 
of the building, thus it is the yard 
for 4-C that is next to 4-A. 

Jahoda had followed up with 
staff to ask why trimming had 
not been done since the last time 
this issue came to the board. 
Staff noted that the board had 
said the tree was to stay and be 
trimmed only if the roof were in 
jeopardy. Other trees present 
more pressing problems, they 
said, and budget restraints require 
that trimming be prioritized.

GED Courses Run 
July 1-31 at CARES 


Greenbelt CARES will begin 
the summer 5-week GED mini- 
course on Tuesday, July 1. The 
course will end on Thursday, July 
31. 

GED I is designed for stu- 
dents who need a review of basic 
math (addition, subtraction, mul- 
tiplication, division, fractions, 
decimals, percentages, and word 
problems) and English grammar 
skills. 

GED II is for students who 
have successfully completed GED 
I and/or are ready to learn alge- 
bra and geometry, English litera- 
ture, and writing skills, and pre- 
pare to take the GED test. 

GED I is held from 10:30 
a.m. - 12:30 p.m. and GED II ts 
held from | - 3 p.m. every Tues- 
day and Thursday for five weeks, 
in the Municipal Building Con- 
ference Room, 25 Crescent Road. 
There is no charge for Greenbelt 
residents in either course, but stu- 
dents are required to purchase a 
copy of the textbook, which can 
be purchased from Greenbelt 
CARES. Non-Greenbelt resi- 
dents are required to pay a regis- 
tration fee. 

Students do not have to be 16 
years of age in order to take the 
GED course. Students may take 
a GED pre-test, given at 
Greenbelt CARES, at no cost. 
The actual GED test 1s given by 
the State -of Maryland, not 
Greenbelt CARES. However, 
students who are ready to take 
the test can obtain the application 
forms from Greenbelt CARES.
